If bitten, a lion 
would only get a mouthful of wrinkles.

Cat Breeds

regulated as dog breeds, and one animal may be registered as more 
than one breed. However, most cats are not purebred and are 
instead generally called a domestic shorthair or a domestic 
longhair.

Whether drawing from 
life or imagining your own eat character, observe from life and see 
the personalities ofthe different eats around you. Expression plays: 
‘an important role when basing a caricature on the animal's 
personality.

I's best to geta few reference photos of your eat. Choose a pose 
that best captures the pet’ personality. Is your eat big and brave? 
(Or small and timid? Or even big and timid? Contrasts provide more 
hhumor in your caricature, so it will make for a more interesting 
piece, 


STEP 1: Sketch the Head Guidelines

Horse Anatomy

Ifa brown horse does not have black points, it cannot be 
considered a bay, although white markings are allowed, There are 
many shades of color within bays.
